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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-4 are pending in tine application and were examined on their merits. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Claim 1 , replace 'chytochrome' with - cytochrome -. This is a minor spelling 
correction. 



An Examiner's reasons for allowance follows: 

Kupchan et al. (US 4,005,108) : Kupchan et al. disclosed an extract of T.wilfordii 
for treating leukemia which was obtained via an ethanol/ethyi acetate extraction 
followed by chromatographic separation on silica gel, wherein chloroform was the 
elution solvent (see col's 2-3). 
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Takaishi et al. (US 5,192,817) disclosed an extract of T. wilfordiHor inhibiting IL-1 
wliich was obtained by a methanol/ethyl acetate extraction followed by an ethyl 
acetate/n-hexane extraction,- followed by a methanol/ethyl acetate extraction and 
subsequent chromatography on a Sephadex column (columns 1-2, Example 1). 

Qian et al. (US 5,430,054) disclosed antifertility drugs extracted from T. wilfordii 
leaves by methods including a water extract followed by an organic solvent extract, an 
organic solvent/organic solvent extract followed by chromatography, ethanol extraction 
followed by chromatography, a chlorofomi extract followed by chromatography (see 
Examples 2-7, columns 9-1 1 . 

It is clear from the Instant specification that AHT-323A is obtained through a 
series of steps including comminuting T. wilfordii Hook (TW) roots, extraction in 
ethanol, extraction with chloroform, chromatography on silica gel and collection of a 
certain number of fractions from elution. None of the references teach or suggest the 
specific extraction protocol for TW. Nor do any of the references suggest that TW or 
any extract thereof has any effect toward the inhibition of cytochromes. 

Claims 1-4 are allowed.
